"Mad Dogs & Englishmen...” 


...-aS Noel Coward memorably sang, “go out in the midday 
sun." Well, being of the Pom persuasion myself, | can't 
feally dispute that observation, having seen too many 
‘pink’ British people failing to slip, slop, slap over the years. 


However, there are several widely held beliefs in Australia 
that I'd like to put to rest, now I've got the opportunity to do 
so: 


MYTH 1: "All Poms stop for afternoon tea.” 
REALITY: Rubbish, never done so once in my life. | don't 
even drink tea. 


MTYH 2: “There's alot of fog in London." 
REALITY: | lived there for ten years. Not one instance | 
blame those Jack the Ripper and Sherlock Holmes films. 


MYTH 3: "English soccer fans in Melbourne only follow Carlton." 
REALITY: Wrong, wrong, wrong! 


Arriving in Melbourne in August 1998 as an avid soccer fan, one of the first things | did 
was find out which NSL clubs played in the city. Of the three, South Melbourne was the 
nearest, so | checked out the fixtures and made my way there for the start of the 
season. 


Having watched much of my soccer in stadia located in some of northern England's 

dingier outposts, the sight of palm trees, a fountain and countless weekend sailing 

boats on Albert Park Lake was a welcome surprise when | first showed up. Throw in 

the spring sunshine as well, and it was an extremely pleasant introduction to the game 
| in Australia. 


Arriving from a country where soccer is as big everywhere as AFL is in Melbourne, it 
was quite a shock to discover that support for the game here still reflects ethnic 
| divisions, despite the best efforts of those at many of the clubs. 


Sitting on the main terrace opposite the Grandstand, hearing all the old guys catching 
up in Greek, was a strange experience, though the linguistic divide largely disappeared 
as the game commenced and the Esperanto that is referee abuse took over. 


By a bizarre coincidence, the nickname of my English team - Exeter City - is The 
Grecians, so maybe my presence at Lakeside was pre-determined in some way? Why 
The Grecians? Well, in July 1726 there was a Fair in Exeter during which the Siege of 
Troy was re-enacted and, for some reason, the inhabitants of St Sidwell's (outside the 
city walls) identified themselves with the attacking Greeks, or Grecians. 


By 1737 there was already a tradition of football matches between the city dwellers 
who called themselves the Blues and “the rugged inhabitants of St Sidwell's", who 
Called themselves the Greeks (parallels with the modern Melbourne derby, I think). A 
century later “Greeks" had given way to "Grecians", which instantly identified 
residents of St Sidwell's. 


When the team who played there, St Sidwell's Old Boys, changed its name to Exeter 
City, it must have seemed almost natural that it would be given the nickname 
| “Grecians." Anyway, enough obscure English soccer history, back to my first game 
here.

Fellow Victorians, Gippsland Falcons, provided the opposition that day when, in a 
sign of things to come, South triumphed 2-1 with goals from Curcija and Coveny. 
Once the short term thrill of hurling abuse at ex-Crystal Palace defender Jeff 
Hopkins had subsided, | was immediately impressed by the levels of skill and

Given the poor press that Australian soccer has traditionally received abroad, itwas 

apleasure to see a standard of play that would not be out of place in the English 2nd 

division (or higher). The list of Aussie professionals playing their trade in Europe 

implies that the game here is far healthier than many presume, even if the number 

playing first team soccer on a regular basis is but a subset of 

the overall tally. | 


The crowd of 7,230 was also a pleasant change from some 
I've spent time in, with a healthy proportion of females and 
youngsters. They were, however, surprisingly subdued for 
much of the game, only springing into life after Coveny's late 
winner and when Gippsland (now Carlton) striker Archie 
Thompson had tumbled somewhat theatrically at the Slightest 
of challenges.

shortly after a quarter to eight, the cue for the crowds to 

disperse into the night, buoyed by a good start to another campaign. At the time | 
was just pleased to have seen a game in the flesh, rather than the more remote 
appeal of televised highlights. Little was | to know that before the season was out, 
I'd be a regular at Lakeside, cheering South on to a consecutive Championship. But 
more about that another time. 


So there you have it, a Pom who is proud to follow South Melbourne and not Stuart 
Munro's mob. Judging by some of the accents that I've heard on the terraces at Bob 
Jane Stadium, I'm notthe only one either. 


A fellow English South Melbourne supporter was back in London to visit family 
over the New Year period, and was following the Club World Championships on the 
BBC. For the third match, versus Manchester United, he was in a pub in south-east 
London, where his vocal support for this obscure Australian team drew more than 
its fair share of strange looks. 


But nothing quite like the reaction he got when, in his enthusiastic reaction to 
Vaughan Coveny's ‘goal’, he leapt up, knocking the table and several pints of beer 
over! So there is at least one pub in London where the regulars are more than 
familiar with our support for South Melbourne, not to mention a couple of nephews 
running around in the familiar blue and white shirts. 


So, the next time you bump into a soccer fan with an English accent in Melbourne, 
don't automatically assume that he or she is aligned with that outfit at Olympic Park. 
They could be as much of a South Melbourne fan as you are.

WHERE ARE OUR TRUE FANS? 


In recent years, South Melbourne SC has gained a reputation not only for its 
teams' performances on the pitch, but for its supporters’ exploits off it. Although 
at times there has been an unfair over-exaggeration of many incidents, few could 
deny that there is a cancer within South Melbourne that prevents the club from 
reaching its full potential. 


Itseems every time | tell people I'm a South Melbourne supporter, their automatic 
response is “you're the guys that throw flares and rocks and break windows". I'm 
sure I'm not the only one that gets this kind of reaction, nor the only one who is 
sick of this misconception of South Melbourne SC. 


This brings me to the events of Sunday, February 13, 2000 the day of the 
infamous game between South Melbourne and Auckland Kingz. 


In an attempt to widen its support base, South Melbourne's marketing people had 

taken steps to promote this game to the Chinese community of Melbourne. Two 

prominent Chinese newspapers ran full-page advertisements and articles on 

South Melbourne leading up to the game. Numerous members of the Chinese 

Tors Wate. their entourage and Chinese business sector where special guests of 
e club. 


The promotion seemed to go really well with hundreds of members from the 
Chinese community attending the game. Despite the delayed kick off, most would 
have been impressed with the entertainment at the game, which included a 
dragon, a karate display and most importantly an entertaining high standard 
football game which created passion and atmosphere for the game. 


Unfortunately, several dubious decisions by the referee and his assistants caused 
More than a few supporters to lose their cool, with projectiles (mostly water 
bottles) thrown on to the field. | can only imagine what our new-found supporters 
thought of it all. Claims are made that South don't bring enough new supporters 
through the gates, yet when we do, some supporters do their best to drive them 
away. 


Had the referee followed through on his threat to call the game off, or more 
importantly, had an official or pee been injured by the projectiles, the 
repercussions for South Melbourne SC and Australian soccer would have been 
immense. 


Imagine the field day the media would have had. We all remember what 
happened after the Angelo Costanzo incident, the 1997 Final Series and the 1998 
Grand Final. So why don't our supporters learn from past mistakes? Do they 
think that when they enter through the gates of a soccer venue that they are no 
longer part of society? Do they notthink of the repercussions? The club has only 
just been cleared of its substantial bond from Soccer Australia; do they want the 
club to loose more money? Or will they be only satisfied when an incident leads to 
the team losing points, which in turn could costa championship? 


In the past we have blamed the people from behind the goals, that they were 
young boys who didn't know any better. This is no longer an excuse, the bottles 
thrown onto the field at the Auckland aame came from the members arandstand

For many intellectually disabled 
children, the thought of running around a soccer pitch 
or any other sports field is something they long to do, to 
be able to interact with other children in a normal game 
of soccer, without the fear they may get hurt - 
physically or emotionally. 


And that's exactly what Carlos Loyola does. His 

"Special Soccer School", a volunteer group solely supported by parents 
with children who have intellectual disabilities, of which he is the Head 
Coach, offers these children & adults the opportunity to train and play 
soccer with the school in Doveton. 


Carlos, a passionate South Melbourne Soccer Club member, believes that 
with the right instruction and encouragement, these children & adults can 
learn and enjoy to play soccer. In doing so, they also benefit from 
interacting with other players in a team environment, the physical fitness 
obtained, and most of all, the countless friendships gained through the 
program. 


Besides the training and games organised by Carlos at the Doveton 
School, there is also the Annual Friendship Day Soccer Championship 
tournament, where players from schools across Melbourne, including 
Frankston & Dandenong, come together and participate in different 
division games. By the end of the tournament, there are not only three 
division team winners, but more importantly, every player receives a 
medal, further encouraging their involvement in the 

sport. 


In addition to the Annual Friendship Day Soccer 
Championship, there are also different tournaments 
looking to commence throughout other parts of the 
state, like Morwell and the Western Suburbs later this 
year. 


The children / adults gather with Carlos every 
Saturday, between 2 - 4pm at Waratah Reserve, 
Doveton fortraining.

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OUR VISITORS - BRISBANE STRIKERS 


Today we welcome John Kosmina and Brisbane Strikers to Bob Jane Stadium. The Strikers 
(1997 NSL Champions), started the current season in great form. In their first nine games, 
the Strikers won six and drew three. These early wins gave Brisbane a handy lead over the 
chasing pack and surprised many observers who believed John Kosmina's side would 
struggle to make the top half of the table. Since that early season flourish, however, the 
Strikers form has been patchy and inconsistent but Brisbane is still handily placed to make 
the finals. 


With the number of star players the club lost over the off-season, just making it to the finals 
would be a great achievement for John Kosmina. Kasey Wehrman (Perth Glory), Steve 
Laybutt (Parramatta Power), Andrew Packer (Carlton), Chris Zoricich (Sydney Olympic), 
Andrew Harper (Newcastle) and Glenn Kolpak (Canberra) have all leftthe Strikers. The club 
was inevitably forced to turn towards local youth, Apart from 32-year-old striker Paul Foster, 
the clubs other new recruits, David Pilic, Greg Di Losa, Leo Langone, Wayne Baldwin and 
Brad Ditton have all been brought in from Queensland state league sides. In addition, 
promising youngsters like Des Hughes and Under 17 internationals Wayne Shroj and Jade 
North have been given an opportunity to impress. 


Despite the lack of big name stars in the Strikers line-up, their side still contains many 
talented and experienced players. Ex-South Melbourne striker Paul Foster has been in great 
form and is battling with the likes of Michael Curcija for the NSL' Top Goal Scorer Award. 
Foster has played in Hong Kong where he won the Golden Boot award three years in 
succession. He has formed a prolific partnership with Scot, Peter Dwyer. The left-footed 
striker, formerly of Stirling Albion, Falkirk and East Stirlingshire, is strong in the air. 
Goalkeeper, and former Olyroo, Clint Bolton has played over 150 games for Brisbane and is 
the Strikers record games holder. Tough tackling left-back Nick Meredith has played over 
200 NSL games in a career that has included stints at Brisbane Lions and Sydney Olympic. 
Captain Stuart Mclaren, formerly of Stirling Albion, is in his second season with Brisbane 
and was their golden boot winner in 1998/99. Glen Gwynne was the Strikers captain last 
season and was selected in the Soccerroo squad for the 1998 Oceania Nations Cup. 
Gwynne represented Australia at schoolboy level and formerly played for Brisbane United 
and Parramatta Eagles. One of Brisbane's most exciting prospects is 18-year-old Jade 
North. The midfielder was discovered by the Queensland Academy of Sport. 


Coach John Kosmina, who was inducted into Australian soccer's 
Hall of Fame last year, replaced Frank Farina as Strikers coach in 
1998 after three seasons at Newcastle. Kossie scored 133 NSL 
goals in a lengthy career that began at West Adelaide and 
continued at Sydney City, Sydney Olympic and Apia Leichardt as 
well as a brief spell at Arsenal. Kosmina represented Australia in 
60 full internationals scoring 25 goals and was Socerroo captain 
between 1982 and 1986. 


Inthe clubs first meeting at Suncorp this season, Brisbane scored 
a comfortable 5-1 win over South Melbourne. Paul Foster hit a 
hat-trick and David Pilic scored twice while South Melbourne's 
consolation was scored by Michael Curcija. In this corresponding 
fixture last season, South Melbourne won 3-0 with goals by 
Coveny, Curcija and Lozanovski.
